DESTROYED ROUGH SEA.

ONG BEACH, March 10.—{Ex- 
L clusive Dispatch.] Prospects at 1 

o'clock this morning are that un- 
less the present storm abates, dawn 
will see the 1800-foot pleasure pier a 
total wreck. — 

About 8 o'clock last night a south- 
easter, which had been blowing all 
afternoon, stiffened into a gale which 
at times blew sixty miles an hour. It 
lashed the ocean into a fury and 
heavy swells and waves, which broke 
beyond the outer wharf, again rolling 
in toward shore dashed with tre- 
mendous force against and over the 
wharf.

9 o'clock President Craig of the 
Board of Public Works ordered, the 
wharfinger and his assistant ashore 
and expressed the opinion that the 
structure would not last until day- 
light. Through the night the waves 
pounged the planking away from the 
entire lower deck of the pier and

Darkness permits a detailed de- 
acription of the damage wraught, but 
enough was seen to justify the state- 
ment that the pier is already prac- 
tically demolished.

the open sea, though similar struc- 
tures have stood the test of time in 
the still waters of San Francisco bay.

_ Gen. Baden-Powell Puts Them on 
the Right Track in Portiand About 
the Boy Scouts.

PORTLAND, March §.—Lieut.-Gen. 

Sir Robert 8. 8. Baden-Powell, found- 

er of the boy scouts movement, who 

came here in the interest of the or- 
ganization, had a platform argument 

today with Socialists who attended a 

lecture delivered by him to the mem- 

bers of the scout organization of this 
city. 

With James E. West of Washing- 
ton, D. C., ch scout executive of the 
Boy Scouts of America, Gen. Baden- 
Powell appeared on the speaker's 
platform. He was greeted with cheers 
from the scout organization and hoots 
and catcalig from a certain element 
of the loca! Socialist organization. The 
general was not permitted to pro- 
ceed far with his address before in- 
terruptions from the Socialists forced 
him to stop. 

The general then invited the Soctal- 


ists to ask questions regarding the 
movement. Question after uestion 
was “fired” at the gene who 


promptly answered his inquisitors. It 
seemed to be the impression of the 
Socialists, judging by the nature of 
the questions asked, that the scout 
movement was atitagonistic to the 
union labor movement and based on 
purely military principles and for 
military purposes. 

At the conclusion of his address, 
Gen. Baden-Powell called upon So- 
cialists to send some of their speakers 
to the platform. After several had 
been heard, one of the Socialist 
speakers volunteered the statement 
that western Socialists had misunder- 
stood the purposes of the scout move- 
ment, and expressed the opinion that 
the organization would result in bufld- 
ing up a better nation. 


MOVING ELK A BIG TASK. 
Captured in Wyoming, Animals 
Must Be Hauled to Railroad on 


Sede, and Progress Is Slow. 
{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
PORTLAND (Or.) March $.—[Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.}] One of the most 
dificult experiments in handling 
large game animals ever attempted is 
now under way in the transplanting 
of a herd of fifteen elk from Jack- 
son Hole, Wyo., to the Wallowa for- 
est reserve in eastern Oregon, under 
the supervision of D. C. Nowlin of 
the Biological Survey. Twenty-five 
of these splendid animals were en- 
ticed into corrals and are now be- 
ing sledded ninety miles over the 
Teton Pass to Saint Anthony, Idaho, 
which is the nearest point on the 
ratiroad, Where they are turned over 
to the State of Oregon. 
The whole herd came near being 
lost on account of a driving snow- 
storm in the roughest part of the 
mountains. 
After four days the outfit of five 
teams had made but twenty-eight 
miles, and in one accident three of 
the elk were lost. 
State Game Warden Finlay, with 
Deputies Cra! and Averill, has gone 
out into the mountains to meet the 
shipment, which is expected to reach 
its destination Monday. 
Five elk are now being held by 
the government at St. Anthony, Idaho, 
and when the twenty-two others ar- 
rive the Oregon officials will have 
the selection of the best and strong- 
est animals. 

The fund for transporting the elk 
to their new home was raised by 
Oregon Elks’ lodges.

SACRAMENTO, March §%—In an 
opinion handed down today by Atty.- 
Gen. Webb, answering a point raised 
by Secretary of State Jordan, the At- 
torney-General holds that for the pur- 
pose of circulating petitions, known 
as Presidential nomination blauks, 
for Presidential candidates in the 
Presidential preference primary elec- 
tion, the new Congressional districts, 
as formed at the extra session of the 
Legislature, will be used. 

Following this announcement, set- 
ting at rest the troublesome question 
of Congressional districts, Jordan has 
given out the data upon which those 
spreading petitions must proceed to 
know the total number of signers 
necessary. 

The total vote of Atty.-Gen. Webb 
will be used as a basis in every dis- 
trict In California with the exception 
of the Fourth and Fifth, San Fran- 
cisco, Seventh, Fresno, and Ninth and 
Tenth, Los Angeles. In these dis- 
tricts, W. W. Shannon, running for 
the office of State Printer, received 
the largest Republican vote, and his 
total must be followed in determining 
the number of signers. 

In the Seventh, W. H. Wwimams, 
former State Treasurer, received the 
largest Republican vote, and in the 
Ninth and in the Tenth Congressional 
districts, W. D. Stephens, Representa- 
tive, was the highest and their totals 
must be used by petition circulators. 
On the Democratic side, the vote 
of Theodore A. Bell being the highest 
in the entire State, with the excep- 
tion of the Fourth and Fifth districts, 
Sen Franeisco, will be used. In the 
districts named, Timothy Spellacy. 
Democratic candidate for Lieutenant 
Governor, received — larger vote than 
any other Democra 
The Socialists oe to follow the 
vote of J. Stitt Wilson, their candi- 
date for Governor.

MASS MEETING 
OF VALLEY MEN. 


Residents of Half a Dozen 
Cities Participate. 


Make Plea in Resolution to 
Highway Commission. 


Bouquet Canyon Route I: 


One Most Desired. 


LANCASTER, March 9.—Braving a 
downpour of rain on Saturday, the 
residents of the Antelope Valley and 
representatives from many surround- 
ing cities, met in convention at Lan- 
caster and discussed with much inter- 
est the proposed highway route. 

W. C. Fletcher of Los Angeles, who 
subsequently introduced the accom- 
panying resolutions which were unani- 
mously adopted, was the first speaker. 
He was followed by Supervisor R. 
W. Pridham, ex-Supervisor C. E. 
Patterson, Assemblyman C. H. Ran- 
dall. F. C. Fenner and others. The 
resolutions adopted follow: 

“The citizens of Antelope Valley and 
of Owens River Valley, represented 
in a convention held in the town of 
Lancaster, on this 9th day of March, 
1912, do hereby respectfully rep- 
resent to the Honorable State High- 
way Commission as follows, to-wit: 

“That, whereas, the people of the 
State of California have veted the 
sum of $18,000,000 for the purpose of 
constructing two State highways 
through the length of the State, one 
thereof to be built along the coast 
and the other to take a course through 
the interior valleys, the latter being 
the one in which the people of Ante- 
lope Gnd Owens River Valleys are 
interested; and 

“Whereas, we respectfully submit 
to the Honorable Commission, it was 
not the intention nor the purpose of 
the voters that such highway should 
be built between the various county 
seats by the shortest route in all 
cases, but that such routes should be 
chogen as would serve the greatest 
number of people compatible with 
reasonable expense and. digression 
from a straight line, in the circum- 
stance of each case; that service to the 
greatest number of people of the State 
residing in the counties through which 
said route should pass, and not the 
conveniences of those able to travei 
long distances in automobiles, was 
the idea uppermost in the minds of 
the voters in appropriating said 
money: and 

“Whereas, it is understood that the 
Honorable State Highway Commission 
has in contemplation the selection of 
a route commonly known as the pro- 
posed ridge route from Castaic to 
Tejon, and thence onward to Bakers- 
field; with the possibility, however, 
that a route may be selected by said 
commission easterly of Castaic Can- 
yon; and relative thereto it is hereby 
respectfully represented: 

“That the population along said 
ridge route does not exceed fifty 
persons, that the grade of said route 
and its remoteness from human set- 
tlement or places to which the needs 
of business or agriculture are likely 
ever to attract any considerable num- 
ber of persons, in our opinion make it 
entirely unavailable. and its selection 
not in harmony with the epirit of 
the lay. 

“That with respect to a route 
through Bouquet Canyon, or some

Citizens 
of Alhambra are determined that no 
more land shall be acquired near 
their boundaries for sewage disposal 
and are supported in this by the 
Board of Supervisors.” 

This, in the opinion of the engi- 
neers, makes it necessary for a com- 
mission to be formed, independent of 
the governing bodies of the three 
cities, to establish a sewage or sani- 
tary district, and in making general 
estimates they provide for a popula- 
tion of 300,000, or six times the com- 
bined present population of the three 
cities at present interested.

DRAWBRIDGE 


A DEATH TRAP. 


Long Beach Man Injured in 
Peculiar Accident. 


Launch Beached on Account 
of the Darkness. 


‘Injured Man Has Arm Am- 
putated to Save Life. 


LONG BEACH, March 9.—Edward 
Makgraff, aged 30, an employee of 
the Edison power plant on the inner 
harbor, passed through a thrilling 
and terrifying experience atmidnight, 
which he will remember to his dying 
day if he recovers from his injuries. 
. Clinging with stiffening fingers to 
a slender iron rod on the énd of the 
bascule bridge over the harbor en- 
trance as it rose in air following the 
passage of a freight train. Markgraff 
said afterwards that all of his past 
life rose before him and the agony 
caused by his fall was soothed by 
the thankful knowledge that he was 
still alive. Only the presence of mind 
of his companion Harry Haff, and the 
quick wit of the bridge tender saved 
Markgraf from a frightful fall and 
Probable death by drowning. 

Markgraff and Haff are employed 
on the night shift at the Edison Com- 
pany and were on their way to work 
shortly after midnight and as is their 
custom walked across the bascule 
bridge. They had nearly reached the 
end, feeling their way along in the 
darkness, when the bridge tender, be- 
fore starting on a patrol of the jet- 
tles thought to raise the draw in 
case a boat should seek passage in 
the channel, it being required to keep 
the channel open when trains are 
not using the bridge. Haff felt the 
premonitory shiver of the structure 
as it responded to the levers and gave 
a long jump to safety on the abut- 
ments. Markgraff was a few feet be- 
hind him too far to jump, but as the 
draw started up he dropped to the 
ground and began to craw] down the 
other way. The time required for 
this’ was fatal and the big draw rose 
rapidly to its height of 85 feet im atr, 
leaving Markgraff swinging over the 
channel and clinging to the slender 
rods of the bridge. with his bods 
swinging to and fro in a stiff wind 
blowing in from the ocean. Haff gave 
a yell but his voice was blown away 
in the wind. Quich as thought he 
drew a revolver and as fast as he 
could pull the trigger emptied it. 
Bridge tender Fulton heard the shoot- 
ing and ran to the edge of the chan- 
net. He saw Haff motioning in the 
air and quick to grasp the situa- 
tion hastened to the tower house and 
began lowering the bridge aided by 
When lowered to within fifteen 
feet of the ground he paused a sec- 
ond, and the slackening shiver was 
sufficient to shake Markgraff's feeble 
hold and he fell to the ground. He 
was unconscious when picked up and 
wus hurried to a local hospital where 
it was found that besides suffering 
from shock and concussion his left 
leg was broken. 

LAUNCH BEACHED. 
The absence of lights on the San 
Gabriel jetties marking the entrance 
to the inner harbor was responsible 
for the beaching last night of the 
launch Neptune and which 16 stil 
hard and fast aground. The launch, 
which is a fishing and pleasure boat 
about forty feet long, was returning 
to the harbor in charge of its cap- 
tain and owner Barge Thomas. The 
night was dark as pitch and Thomas 
used considerable caution in ap- 
proaching the harbor. Taking his 
bearings as well as he could he sig- 
nalled his engineer for speed ahead 
and started forward. Suddenly there 
was a shock and the Neptune went 
hard aground about fifty feet east of 
the jetties. Her keel and rudder were 
wrecked and some of the steam pipes 
emashed. Efforts to get the boat 
afioat today have been futile and it 
is feared that if a storm should come 
up the boat, which is valued at $2500, 
will be a total wreck. 
Capt. Dodge of the Western Boat 
Works is getting his launches Re- 
liance and Audrey in readiness and 
will make a further attempt to float 
the Neptune at high tide tonight. 
When the North Pacific Steamship 
line was preparing to put the Santa 
Clara in thef San Francisco-Long 
Beach trade attention of the city was 
called to the fact that the harbor en- 
trance was marked by no light which 
made passage at night dangerous. 
The harbor committee after investi- 
gation decided that the jetties were 
the private property of the Dock and 
Terminal Company and the city al- 
though it owned docks in the harbor, 
had no authority in the matter. The 
Council ordered them to take up the 
question with the Dock Company, 
who are understood as willing to in- 
stall the lights provided the city make 
application to the government to have 
them taken care of bv the light house 
department.

NEW REDONDO BEACH POST- 
MASTER FACES PROBLEM. 
— — 
Wife of Former Official Says She 
Ie Assistant Under Civil Service 
Rules and Cannot Be Removed Un- 
less Charges Are Preferred and 
Substantiated—Inquest Is Heid. 


REDONDO BEACH, March 9.— 
Redondo Beach has at present two 
assistant postmasters, and this in spite 
of the fact that this is the dull sea- 
son here and business is not rushing 
at the local postoffice. Last Tuesday 
A. B. Steele, recently appointed post- 
master to succeed 8. D. Barkley, took 
charge of the office and at the same 
time Charles H. Mangold, appointed 
assistant postmaster by Steele, as- 
sumed his new duties. 
Mrs. 8. D. Barkley, who has been 
assistant postmaster during her hus- 
band’s administration in the office 
and who holds the position under the 
civil service, protests her dismissal by 
Postmaster Steel and has referred the 
matter to the Civil Service department 
at San Francisco. 
When the office became second 
class, two years ago, Mrs. Barkley and 
Miss Rose Murray, a postal clerk, en- 
tered under the civil service laws. Ac- 
cording to the civil service laws no 
person can be removed from a com- 
petitive position except for cause and 
he is then allowed time to answer the 
charges. As no charges have been 
made against Mrs. Barkley’s service, 
she maintains that she is assistant 
postmaster. A letter received today 
by her from C. L. Snyder, district sec- 
retary of the twelfth Civil service 
district, states that if tze has been 
dismissed without charges being pre- 
ferred against her, the dismissal is ir- 
regular and in violation of civil serv- 
ice rules. Her complaint has been 
referred to the Civil Service Commis- 
sion at Washington for investigation. 
Postmaster Steel, on the contrary, 
states that while no charges are made 
against Mrs. Barkley, he has appoint- 
ed Mangold assistant postmaster and 
that the appointment was authorized 
by the department at Washington. 
At present, Mangold is performing 
the duties of assistant postmaster. 
INQUEST HELD. 
The inquest over the body of John 
IL. Easton, who was murdered here 
Wednesday night, was held yester- 
day and the jury's verdict was that 
death was caused by hemorrhage fol- 
lowing a knife wound inflicted by S. A. 
Adams with intent to kill and mur- 


der.

George Easton, brother of the mur- 
dered man, stated that he had traced 
footprints like those of his brother's 
shoes from his cottage on Helberta 
avenue through a vacant lot to the 
scene of the cutting. He also traced 
footprints identified as those of 
Adams by Mrs. Adams up to Easton's 
house and back through the vacant 
lot to the place where the men fought. 
Squires of Los Angeles 
said he saw the two men 
come together for a second but saw 
nothing more. At the time, he was 
visiting at the home of E. W. 
Montague. As he was unprotected or 
unarmed he did not go to the scene 
of the quarrel. 
Henry Hartman said he had been 
asked by Adams to watch the Adams 
house, and that he heard a man's 
voice in this house. But he saw no 
one go in or come out. It was pointed 
out that this might have been 
Montague when he went to speak to 
Mrs. Adams. 

Adams was arrhigned before Judge 
Wells at 1:30 o'clock on the charge 
of murder. The preliminary hearing 
was set for March 15 and the judge 
stated that no ball would be accepted 
during that time. j

E PIPE-LINE ERA. 

Evidence is accumulating of the dawn 
of a new era—the pipeline era—in the oil 
industry of California. The great fields of 
the Golden State, with an annual produc- 
tion of approximately 85,000,000 barrels, 
have at last attracted the attention of the 
wide world. The California opgrators have 
demonstrated the prolific nature of the 
great oil pools; the refined product is be- 
ing shipped to the Orient, to Honolulu, to 
the countries of South America, to the 
Panama Canal zone; and now the big mar- 
keters are looking for new markets to con- 
quer. 

The present coal strike crisis in England 
has called attention to the occasional in- 
stability of that product as a world fuel, 
and it is high time that the great oll inter- 
ests of this State should get into a posi- 
tion to substitute their crude product for 
the coal of Europe. That the awakening is 
here is indicated on all sides. Already 
ships of the navies of the world are being 
equipped to burn oil as a fuel, and some of 
the big trans-Atlantic companies are fall- 
ing into line. Los Angeles interests, con- 
trolling a large oll output in California and 
. the Mexican Gulf coast, are now engaged 
in establishing oll fuel stations on the At- 
lantic coast of America, and the same in- 
terests are baving tank vessels built at 
this time to carry oll to all parts of the 
lobe. 

The use of crude oll by the railroads of 
the West is saving them millions of dollars 
annually, and the elimination of coal soot 
has added greatly to the comfort of trav- 
elers, to say nothing of reducing the dan- 
ger of forest fires to a minimum. Even in 
far-of Alaska—land of mountainous gla- 
clers—California oil has proved a profita- 
ble substitute for coal and wood as a fuel 
for mines, railroads and steamers. 

These developments have been a part of 
the evolution of the great oll industry of 
California and have served to bring the 
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product to the world’s seaports, and 
all the big interests allied with the indus- 
try are stirring themselves. Soon the lowly 
tank ships leaving the ports of California 
will carry the proud banner of supremacy 
throughout the seas wide domain.

recall of judges will have a tendency 
to lead judges to read more newspapers 
and fewer law books. . It may cause them 
to keep their judicial ears close to the 
ground and consult public opinion before 
ruling with respect to the admission or ex- 
clusion of evidence. If the case were tried 
without a jury, and the judge took it under 
advisement, he mizht, before deciding it, 
take a straw vote of the public on the case. 
When a jury had passed upon it, he might 
leave it to a mass meeting to determine 
whether a new trial should be granted. 
The proposition to recall judges who make 
unpopular. decisions, radical and revolution- 
ary as it is, is conservative compared with 
the Rooseveltian proposition to recall, or 
rather reverse, judicial decisions upon con- 
stitutional questions by popular vote. It is 
in effect a peremptory method of amending 
a constitution by giving it a construction 
devitalizing and overthrowing it, despite 
the efforts of a court to sustain it accord- 
ing to its letter and spirit. Suppose an 
initiative law should be enacted authoriz- 
ing the city of Los Angeles to seize the 
Arcade Depot, convert it into a free skating 
rink for the benefit of the public, and pay 
the railroad company nothing for its prop- 
erty. The court would hold that the law 
Was unconstitutional in that it provided 
for taking private property for public uses 
without compensation being first made or 
secured, And the skating public might say: 
“Away with the Constitution; we want to 
skate,” and recall the decision. 

It may be said that these ill are 
farfetched. But the reductio ad rdum 
is often the very best form of argument 
by fllustration.

The same law applies to men 
who are not criminals but who seek to elude 
the facts of their lives by artifice and 
who can feel no sense of permanence 
in their position while they build their 
lives upon such sand. Great and good 
is that person who knows himself re- 
sponsible for his every act, his every 
word and every thought and who never for 
one moment seeks to evade the conse- 
quences of his own conduct. The wise man 
does not expect to avoid the issues of his 
own life. The only wisdom worth while 
knows that there is no such thing as taking 
advantage either by reaping where a man 
has not sown or by escaping the complete 
harvest of what he has sown. Lying to the 
world has no value to any man since each is 
keeping accounts with bis own self. 

For all this, life is not hard, and it is the 
business of every man to find what it is that 


makes it seem so, to him. Life is natural 


and spontaneous. It came without effort 
to any of us. It came even without our 
will. Its forms are as natural in function 
an they are spontaneous in origin, and sus-

in this free and spontaneous manner ought 
to be no burden, but a joy. Men should 
ind living as natural and peaceful as the 
flowers seem to find it. Living should be 
as «imple as being born. Perhaps to quit 
lying about things and straining after them 
might put us all a little more in the way of 
natura] inspiration, but the truly happy men 
in the world seem to be those who have 
found some work which it is natural for 
them to do and who have followed that work 
to the richest conclusion within the reach 
of their ability. Men must express them- 
selves to live and finding the work that 
really expresses a man’s best nature ought 
to contribute his share of production 
to society and ought to support him. 
It generally does so to an inspiring 
degree, except perhaps in the cases 
of some poets and painters, and they 
probably suffer more in the minds of others 
than they do in fact. 

The real problem of life is not economic 
in so far as the system of government or 
society is concerned, but is the simple ques- 
tion of what a man shall do to make him- 
self the most useful. It is a question of 
swimming with the current of one’s own 
life instead of swimming against it.

Why can't they get the suffrage? There's 
just one all-important reason. If they did 
obtain it they would break up the British 
Cabinet. The main question now really is: 
| Shall Asquith hold his job as Premier? 
| While he is at the helm in Great, Britain 
the women must stay voteless. Practically 
this grim lawyer is fighting the whole mill- 
tant suffragette forces. He is the head and 
front of the opposition to votes for women. 

Lloyd George, the militant man from the 
little principality of Wales, gave the thing 
away when he addressed a huge suffragette 
meeting in the monster Albert Hall in Lon- 
don the other night. The ball is named for 
Albert the Good, the Prince Consort, the 
man who all his married life was under the 
petticoat government of Queen Victoria. 

Lioyd George is Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer and prides himself on being a pro- 
gressive. He would just as soon see women 
vote as not, although the suffragettes don't 
believe him when he says so. The militant 
women don't like Lloyd George, despite his 
masterful ways. 

Between the hoots and sbrill jeers of the 

suffragettes at the Albert Hall meeting 
Lloyd George told the real story of why the 
present British government is against the 
granting of votes for women. A govern- 
ment measure giving the’ women the right 
of the franchise would hopelessly shatter 
the Asquith administration, Ke declared. 
, Thus he openly confessed while the fair 
ones tried to shout bim down. In other 
words the members of the Asquith admin- 
stration are hopelessly divided among 
themselves on the subject. Moreover, they 
prefer to hang onto their offices sooner than 
give the women what they want. 

Were those members of the British Cabi- 
net who are in sympathy with the feminine 
demand to insist that Asquith bring down 
a government bill extending to. women the 
right to vote Premier Asquith would say 
them nay. In that case those who. like 
loyd George, see no harm in extending the 
voting power to the fair sex would have to 
resign. But the taste of the fleshpots of 
office is too pleasant to allow of them tak- 
ing such an extreme step. They have no 
desire to be relegated to the cool shades of 


Of course, they don’t put it that way pub- 
licly,. They argue instead that they would 
be derelict in their duty toward the nation 
were they, in these critical times, to pre- 
cipitate a crisis which would “shatter the 
government.” Rather let windows be shat- 
tered and petticoats be reat. 

Therefore the merchants of the aristo- 
cratic West End must keep the shutters up 
in front of their handsome stores; therefore 
the magistrates must work overtime send- 
ing the militant suffragettes to “quad”; 
therefore the London “bobbies” must battle 
with the sisterhood; and therefore the ma- 
trons of the jails must replenish their tat- 
tered wardrobes.

“Regulation of public utilities can 
often be made of benefit to the pub-

“When the people of this city or 
State contemplate taking any action 
to reduce the net income of the N. 
eine Electric, they should stop to 
consider that thousands of people in 
the State, own stock in this corpora- 


tion and that these stockholders are 
not all millionaries, by any means. 

“Of course, it is quite natural for 
the people to want cheap carfare, but 
sometimes what a man deems reason- 


pany is always in trouble with one 
or the other of its masters. 

“Another trouble we have to face 
is the public whim. How can we 
tell that tomorrow 10,000 persons 
may take it into their heads to visit 
Pasadena and perhaps the next day 
make a grand rush for Venice or 
Long Beach’? And yet the strap-hang- 
er invariably invokes against us every 
word in his Sunday-school vocabulary 
because he has to stand. Why don't 
people notify the company a day or 
so ahead of time?

SKIMOS TAUGHT 
‘IDEALS OF LIFE. 


TWO SOCIAL WORKERS IN FAR 


Dr. and Mrs. Edgar O. Campbell of 
St. Lawrence Island, Alaska, who 
have been gpending a few days in the 
city, the guests of Mr. and Mrs. O. T. 
Johnson, are enjoying Weir second va- 
cation since 1901, when they went 
there to engage in social work among 
the Eskimos. Their work is simflar 
to that of Dr. Grenfell, though their 


isolation fs even greater than thet of 


the workers on the coast of Labrador. 

Situated in the Behting Sea, two 
hundred miles from Nome and forty 
miles from Siberia, in the Shadow of 
the Arctic Cirele, St. Lawrence is in- 
accessible eight months in the year. 
and the other four the only connec- 
tion with the outside world is the 
arrival of the United States revenue 
cutter, the supply ship, and a chance 
whaler now and then, and on oe or 
two occasions a gasoline boat from 
Nome. 

The island is a government reindeer 
reservation and the most remote sta- 
tion of Alaska except Point Barrow, 
which is the northernmost post office 
in the world. Yet Point Barrow has 
a reindeer mall service three times in 
the winter, while St. Lawrence has 
but one regular mail a year. 

“As you know,“ said Dr. Campbell, 
a Berkeley graduate from Santa Bar- 
bara, “I am employed by the govern- 
ment to teach the Bekimos and super- 
intend the care of the reindeer. For 
five years my wife, who had been 
reared in Southern California where 
the never saw a snow fall, was the 
only white woman on the island, but 
when we returned from our firet vaca- 
tion the government sent with us 4 
lady Assistant teacher. Then he re- 
lated a tale as thrilling as Robinson 
Crusoe or Swise Family Robinson. 

“There is no authority on the is- 
land,” continued the doktor. “religious 
or civil.” The man who catches the 
most whale may be called chief, but 
he has no more control than others.

language is not that of the Eskimos 
of the mainiand, but of Siberia.” 

Dr. Campbell has done what no 
man has ever done before, for he has 
reduced their vocabulary to a written 
language—and has published a book- 
let containing the alphabet, pictures 
of simple objects and translations 
from the Bible. It is a language of 
many syllables. A sentence of six En- 
glish words of one syllable each, has 
twenty-three syliables in Eskimo. 

In the absence of Mayor, council, 
school board, police force, lighting, 
water and sanitary commissioners, 
banker, architect and builder, Dlack- 
emith and the rest, Dr. Campbell at- 
tends to any such matters as may arise 
in addition to being physician,, sur- 
eon, school teacher, preacher, and 
reindeer superintendent. He has a 
most able assistant in Mrs. Campbell, 
who has fhrown herself, heart and 
soul into the work. 

“What do we teach the natives?” 
asked Mrs. Campbell, who is a mem- 
ber of the well anon Kellogg fam- 
lly of Santa Barbara. 0, every- 
thing. from how to their faces, 
to a knowledge of God, she explained. 
“They must be taught the simplest 
things—to cook and sew and wash 
their clothes and care for the children 
and clean their houses and keep t 
bodies free from vermin. ° 

“But few of them have stoves in 
which bread can be baked, and for 
fuel for these the men go in their 
boats fifty or seventy-five miles for 
drift wood.” 

Mrs. Campbell was trying one time 
to persuade the women to discard the 
Salome indoor costume—which, in 
their case often consisted of little More 
than a string of beads, in favor of the 
American custom. She was told 
“we're too poor, if you'll give as 
Clothes we'll wear them.” Upon be- 
ing told they should trade their water 
boots to the whalers for clothing in- 
stead of tobacco, they sald “well, our 
stomachs like tobacco.” 

“Besides the time and pert! of secur- 
ing the seal skins, and curing them, 
and making the thread, it takes a 
woman two or three days to make a 
pair of boots and five pair of these 
they will trade for a box of tobacco,” 
said Mrs. Campbell. 

“The first few years there was a 
great deal of drunkenness, but be- 
tween the doctor and the government 
it has been almost entirely eliminated. 

Once when Dr. Campbell searched 
a boat in which some Siberian Eski- 
mos had arrived, he found a quantity

Before he knew what Was 
happening he was struck do 
trampled upon and several ribs an 
his nose were broken. It might have 
been very serious for the doctor, had 
it not been for a shipwrecked whal- 
ing crew in camp on the island, which 
came to his assistance. 

“It was in the night time, and the 
Siberians had brought some of their 
people who were sick, over to the doc- 
tor for medical treatment. And when 
I awoke to see my husband standing 
in the door, covered with blood, sur- 
rounded by stranger Eskimos, I was 
very much alarmed for a moment, un- 
til he assured nie it was all right.” 

In regard to the feindeer industry 
Dr. Campbell i# very optimistic, not 


heir | withstanding an effort was made a few 


years ago to discredit the whole ven- 
ture. 

“The government established a herd 
of seventy deer oh the island in 1900,” 
he says “and it now numbers six hun- 
dred and eighty, and many have been 
killed for food and clothing. This may 
not be done at wilh but is entirely un- 
der government regulation. 

“Only about thirty-five at present 
belong to the government, the rest 
having been given out to the herders 
in lleu of wages. Our chief herder, 
Sapillu has 200 head from his earnings 
and their increase.” 

“It will not be oy until there will 
be plenty for food for the Eskimos, 
and reindeer steak will be on sale in 
the markets of the Pacific Coast. 

“The last two years, however, the 
dom has not yielded sufficient food for 
the island natives who do not own 
reindeer, and some of them have had 
to be helped. They would have suf- 
fered from cold had it not been for 
two hundred cases of coal oll sent up 
by Angeles friends, which was 
used to warm the houses. 

In educational matters, St. Law- 
rence already has what Los Angeles is 
achieving. The teaching in the pub- 
lic school is not unlike ours, including 
industrial training and music. In ad- 


[dition to this the schoolhouge which 
is also our home is open to public 
evenings and is a social center in the 
fullest sense. From it emanates the 
industrial, educational, business, social 
and religious life of the people. 

“Besides the regular school course 
there is a good work bench, black 
smith outfit, grindstone, stocks and 
dies, polishing lathe (for polishing 
ivor)). furssewing machine, laundry 
and organ always ready for any one 
to use.” 

One of Dr. Campbell's pet schemes 
is. the Building and Loan Association, 
which several young men have already 
established and built sanitary cabins 
for themselves and wives. 

Dr. and Mrs. Campbell are social 
workers of the most approved stan- 
dard, developing the native and do- 
mestic arts, teaching sanitation and 
hygienic living and inculcating moral 
principles, in addition to public schl 
instruction and medical care. What 
this means to this most restricted and 
wretched of peoples, is beyond our 
comprehension, they say. 

“It is so cold the ocean freezes up 
and ice hummocks pile high around 
the island. Sometimes the drifted 
snow covers the schoolhouse. This 
winter, during the doctor’s absence, 
the former assistant teacher and a 
friend have taken charge of affairs. 
They are the only white women on 
the island. The women and the gov- 
ernment are responsible for this seem- 
ingly hazardous arrangement—not the 
doctor and no one can know the out- 
come till the Ice breaks up next sum- 
mer, but no trouble is anticipated.

I defy anyone to pick Charles T. 
Dazey as a playwright 

Dramatists always fall under two 
classifications. 

They either look as if they were 
tremendously, universally intellectual 

Or they look as if they knew noth- 
ing at all. Farmers, rubes, beam- 


The trouble with Dazey is that he 
measures up to neither specification. 

Mr. Dazey is a brisk, alert, soft- 
voiced gentleman of middle age, 
whom you might take for a retired 
capitalist, a tourist from the Middle 
West, or even a progressive educator

So with “A Night Out" which May 
Robson played at the Mason Opera- 
house during the week just closed, 
Mr. Dazey, a benevolent and set- 
deprecative gentleman, was indeed 
well represented. 

Everybody in the world knows that 
Charles T. Dasey wrote “In Old Ken- 
tucky.” In the way of money, and in 
continued popularity, there has never 
been so successful a piece on the 
American boards. 

It has been going for twenty years, 
is running stronger than ever, and all 
those who stop to give the matter any 
thought at all probably consider that 
Mr. Dazey wrote the piece by accident 
—or that it wrote itself—and that this 
ended flatly and finally his connection 
with the stage. 

Not at all. 

“In Old Kentucky” is merely the 
big episode, the large, wound, juicy 
episode, in a happy and energetic ca- 
reer. 

Mr. Dazey is 80 young, so pink- 
cheeked, so springy in step, that one 
fairly gasps on learning that Harvard 
made him an A.B. In 1881. Some years 
later, at Illinois College, he won the 
degree of Master of Arta. 

He wrote verse and prose for the 
Century Magazine, pieces for the 
papers, and was elected class poet by 
acclamation. 

Yet he was a great man. 

For he survived that ignominy, and 
is with us even unto this day. 

Notwithstanding these flights upon 
Pegasus, and these ex-

And here we pause at what ts not’ 
only the biggest event in the career of 
Mr. Dazey, but one of the big events 
in the history of the American stage. 

In Old Kentucky” was written on 
ordgr for Katie Putnam. Then Miss 
Putnam would not accept the manu- 
script. She didn’t like to wear 
Madge's riding togs; she didn’t like 
the idea of the pickaninny band. 

The usual humorous early history 
attends this drama. The early history 
of all big plays is humorous—gener-

Ten years later—or, to be exact, 
just ten years ago— Mr. Dazey was 
buying a little real estate, and needed 
some ready money. So he offered the 
rest of his rights in the play, which 
had already been going ten years, for 
$10,000. He was offered $5000. And 
that year the piece made him $9000. 
The present season has been the 
most profitable “In Old Kentucky” 
has had in five years. 

In all, In Old Kentucky” has made 
ite producers more than $1,000,000, 
its author a little over $150,000, and it 
is still going on and on, without a 
sien of being released for stock uses 
for years to come.

MILLIONS FOR PIPE 


FOR PIPE LINES 
FOR NATURAL GAS AND OIL 


Stupendous Enterprises on Foot in Southern California. 
Gas to Be Available for Los Angeles Homes—Kern 

County Oil to Be Brought to San Pedro Harbor. 
Tank Steamers to Ply Between World's Ports. 


| HE era of pipe line building has come to the oil and gas indus- 
tries of the State, and there is every indication that within 
the next two years, millions of dollars will have been expended 
in. California in constructing a network of pipe lines which will 
bring natural gas to the doors of Los Angeles for domestic con- 
sumption, and connect the oil fields with the refineries. 

Premier in this new activity is the Midway Gas Company, a 
subsidiary of the Huntington gas and power interests, which con- 
trols the natural gas output of the wells of the Honolulu Consoli- 
dated Oil Company in the Buena Vista hills of Kern county. It is 
the announ€ed purpose of the Midway Gas Company to pipe natural 
gas from the Honolulu wells to the edge of the city, and there 
turn the product into the mains of the Southern California Gas 
Company for distribution to domestic consumers. 

1 weeks ago the representatives of the company applied 
to the City Clerk and the County Supervisors for a franchise to 
build an oil and gas pipe line from the Midway field to Los An- 
geles. As it is the policy of the Supervisors to sell such franchises 
to the highest bidder, the representative of the company, when the 
matter was considered last Monday, accompanied the reading of 
the bid with a check for $2500. Later this amount was increased 
to $5000, and the company was awarded the franchise. The bid 
was also accompanied by a bond for $25,000, and the Midway Com- 
pany in addition will present the county with a good wagon road 
forty feet wide and about twenty miles long. The bond is to 
guarantee the prosecution of the work and the building of the line 
within two years. Three parallel lines of 10-inch pipe will be laid. 
The natural gas will be sold in this city and to the towns along the 
route. 

ey CHEAP FUEL CLAMOR. 

The fact of utilizing natural gas for fuel has aroused interest 
in all parts of the State accessible to the gas fields, and many 
municipalities dre now clamoring for an opportunity to get in on 
the ground floor. In the Santa Maria oil field, the Midway, the 
Fullerton field and other sectidns of the State, millions of feet of 
natural gas have been going to waste for years past, and it seems 
that the time has now arrived when capitalists will harness the 
product for domestic consumption. 

Thefe are intimations that the Angeles Gas and Electric 
Corporation, which furnishes artificial gas tb a large portion of 
this city, does not purpose to be left out in the and has already 
made the Union Oil Com and other con- 
cerns that con e natural gas output of the Maria oil 
fields, for a supply that can be pumped 55 this . th will mean 
competition between the two great gas corporations of Los Angeles, 
and possibly will ultimately 
sumers of both companies. 

Of 
to this city for use, as fuel, is the ition to provide pipe line 
transportation for oil from the Kern county fields to Los Angeles 
and the harbor at San Pedro. At the present time the Supervisors 
have before them an application from the General Pipe Line Com- 
pany, a $7,500,000 corporation backed by the De Sabla and Barne- 
son interests of San Francisco, which control the Esperanza Con- 
solidated Oil Company, for a franchise to build a double pipe line 
for the carrying of oil from the Midway fields to Los Angeles tide- 
water. This application was presented by F. E. Fitzpatrick of San 
Francisco, and there is little doubt that it will be granted. In 
awarding the franchise to the Midway Gas Company for $5000 a 
precedent was set for such privilege, and the General Pipe Line 
Company is prepared to pay for the franchise desired. 

, In addition the matter has been taken up with Maj. C. H. Mc- 
Kinstry of the United States Engineer's office in this city, and for- 
warded to the War Department. No unfavorable action is antici- 
pated. It is said the pipe line contemplated by the General Pipe 
Line Company would bring approximately 30,000 barrels of oil a 
day to this city, or the harbor at San Pedro, and the announced 
object of the company is to furnish oil-burning steamers, manu- 
facturers, etc,, with oil for fuel. 


BIG INVESTMENT. 

It is estimated that the building of the pipe lines, the construc- 
tion of over 1,000,000 barrels of storage in the vicinity of Los An- 
geles, pumping Stations and other necessary work will entail an 
expenditure of at least $3,500,000. Mr. Fitzpatrick, who represents 
the General Pipe Line Company, spent several months in Southern 
California thoroughly investigating the situation’ in to 
markets, transportation costs and securing other data before the 
application for the franchise was made. He assured himself and 
his associates that the market is at present sufficiently broad to 
absorb all the oil the company can bring to this city, and there is no| 
danger of default on that score. ) 7 | 


FLEET OF STEAMERS. 


It is further the announced purpose of the interest back of the 
General Pipe Line Company to build a fleet of tank steamers to ply . 
between the various seaports of the world. It is believed that the, 
building of oil pipe lines will eventually have a big effect on the 
industrial concerns of the southern part of the State, because of the 
cheaper fuel available when they are completed. 

Another pipe line project that will have to do with the oil in- 
dustry of California, is that of the Guaranty Pipe Line Company. 
This company has already surveyed its line from Maricopa to San 
Pedro, has applied to the Supervisors of Kern county for a fran- 
chise, and has received bids on the cost of construction from Mari- 
copa to Ventura and also from Ventura to San Pedro. The company 
has not yet applied for a Los Angeles franchise, but may be a: bidder 
at any time. 

Another corporation, known as the Pacific Pipe Line Company, 
and capitalized for $10,000,000, was incorporated some weeks ago, 
and its understood object is the building of an oil pipe line. Also, 
in matters affecting the oil industry, the Standard Qil Company is 
always to be reckoned with. The Standard is back of the California 
Natural Gas Company, which was organized about two years ago 
and is now furnishing Bakersfield and certain portions of the north- 
ern oil fields with natural gas. Since the building of the new re-

The prison population of the United 
States on January 1. 1910. was 113,- 
579, and the number of commitments 
to prison or other penal institutions 
during the year 1910 was 479,763. 
These’ figures include every class of 
offense, from vagrancy to murder in 
the first degree. They also include 
eases in which the offender was com- 


payment of a fine. For this and other 
reasons the totals and ratios which 
are shown for the different States are 
not to be regarded as measuring the 
criminal tendencies of their inhabi- 
tants. 
The ratio of to popula- 
tion on January 1, 1910, was 125 to 
100,000 and the ratio of commit- 
ments to population during the year 
1910, was 622 to 100,000. Thus it 
appears that, at the beginning of the 
year 1910, one person out of every 
800 in the United States greeted the 
New Year in prison or in jail; and 
that, during the year 1910 for every 
190 persons in the total population. 
there was one commitment to prison 


ments does not represent that many 
different persons, because the persons 
committed include many “repeaters” 
who went to jail more than once dur- 
ing the year 1910. 

The table by States brings out the 
fact that the number of prisoners in 
proportion to population was smallest 
in South Dakota, 48 per 100,000 popu- 
lation, and largest in Nevada, 353 per 
100,000 population, and that the num- 
ber of commitments in proportion to 
population was smallest in North Car- 
olina, 123 per 100,000 population, and 
largest in Arizona, 2992 per 100,000 
population. It by no means follows, 
however, that the population of either 
Afizona and Nevada is wicked or 
criminal beyond that of all other 
States, or that the population of 
either South Dakota and North Caro- 
lina is pre-eminently good, or any 
more law-abiding than that in States 
where the ratios are higher. 

The number of commitments to 
jail or prison is determined tm no 
mall degree by the statutes and the 
practice of the courts relative to the 
punishment of minor offenses. Of- 
fenses which in some States would 
be punished by a few days in jail, 
yay in other States, be punished by 
a fine.

“Finally, as to the reduction of the 
olive tariff 20 cents per lon on 
oll, I would point out that the best 
Italian olive of] ie placed on the 
market at $2 per gallon, while i- 
fornia’s best brings $2.50 per gallon. 
It is generally recognized that this 
California oll is superior to the im- 
ported. 
“With the reduction of the tariff 
an oversupply of various foreign olls 
would immediately glut the market 
and prices would undoubtedly drop 
to such a point as to make it im- 
possible for the California producer 
to market his pure and high-class 
oll at a profit. For example, olives 
are ‘harvested in Europe for $5.50 
per ton. In California it cost $25 
per ton to harvest them.
